Edmonton Fire Rescue 
crews were called to Her¬ 
itage Estates, at 18 
Avenue and 111 Street, 
about 2:40 p.m. after a 
fire broke out in the 
building.

“In this temperature 
you get a lot of steam, so 
visibility is zero.” 

While it began on one 
side, the fire spread to all 
four floors of the building 
as darkness set in.

from heavy to light,” 

Lamb said. 

Myles Kraft was getting 
groceries when he heard 
an apartment building in 
his area was on fire. 

“1 might have nothing 
left,” Kraft said, a resident 
of the rental building for 
20 years. 

“You come home and 
all you’ve got is what’s on 
your body.” 

Unsure if he’s got any 
insurance after switching 
from one company to an¬ 
other, Kraft shook his 
head as he watched the 
building burn. 

“1 don’t even know 
what to say.”

Dwindling morale among 
Alberta EMS workers brings 
the threat of resignations 
that could cripple a service 
already stretched beyond 
capacity, says a union repre¬ 
sentative. 

A survey of Edmonton- 
area emergency responders 
made public by Fast For¬ 
ward Weekly earlier this 
month indicated wide¬ 
spread fmstration and com¬ 
plaints aimed at Alberta 
Health Service’s upper 
management.

Sarah Rovang probably 
knew she’d be getting her 
hands dirty when she 
started work on her mas¬ 
ter’s degree in conserva¬ 
tion biology. But bear scat? 
Rancid beef blood? 

Handling the stinky 
stuff was all part of the job 
for Rovang last summer, as 
she conducted field re¬ 
search for her thesis on 
simpler and cheaper ways 
to keep track of our 
province’s grizzly bears. 

“My research is the first 
step to identify what bears 
are out there,” said 
Rovang. “Then we can 
monitor whether the pop¬ 


ulation is increasing or de¬ 
creasing.” 

Rather than the previ¬ 
ously used and costly 
methods of drugging, cap¬ 


turing and collaring the 
bears, Rovang proposed 
a cost-effective and less- 
invasive method of 
tracking grizzly DNA. 
With three research as¬ 
sistants, Rovang spent 
May to August collect¬ 
ing tufts of bear hair 
primarily from hair 
snags. A barbed wire 
corral, created around 
four to six trees, provid¬ 
ed a smelly site that 
bears would approach 
either over or under 
the wire, leaving bits of 
hair behind. 

“It was a bait of ran¬ 
cid cow blood mixed with 
canola oil, logs and moss. 
It definitely attracted all 
bears, black ones, too,” 
said Rovang.

New potential witness in Costa 


A young Moldovan crew 
member who translated 
evacuation instructions 
from the bridge after the 
Costa Concordia ran into 
a reef emerged as a poten¬ 
tial new witness Thursday 
in the investigation into 
the captain’s actions that 
fateful night. 

Italian media have said 
prosecutors want to inter¬ 
view 25-year-old Domini¬ 
ca Cermotan, who had 
worked for Costa as a 
hostess but was not on 
duty when she boarded 
the ship Jan. 13 in the Ro¬ 


man port of Civitavec¬ 
chia. 

The $450-million Costa 
Concordia was carrying 
more than 4,200 passen¬ 
gers and crew when it 
slammed into well- 
marked rocks off the Tus¬ 
can island of Giglio after 
the captain made an 
unauthorized diversion 
Jan. 13 from his pro¬ 
grammed route. 

The ship then keeled 
over on its side and is still 
half-submerged nearly a 
week later. 

In interviews with 


Moldovan media and her 
own Facebook page, Cer¬ 
motan said she was called 
up to the bridge of the 
Concordia after it struck 
the reef to translate evac¬ 
uation instructions to 
Russian passengers. 

She defended Capt. 
Francesco Schettino, who 
has been vilified in the 
Italian media for leaving 
his ship before everyone 
was evacuated safely. 

“He did a great thing, 
he saved over 3,000 lives,” 
she told Moldova’s furnal 
TV. 


Schettino, who was 
jailed after he left the 
ship, is under house ar¬ 
rest, facing possible 
charges of manslaughter, 
causing a shipwreck and 
abandoning his ship. 

Eleven people have 
been confirmed dead in 
the disaster and 21 others 
are still missing. 

Prosecutor Francesco 
Verusio declined to com¬ 
ment on whether he was 
seeking Cermotan as a 
witness, citing the ongo¬ 
ing investigation.

Canadian freestyle skier 
Sarah Burke died Thurs¬ 
day, nine days after crash¬ 
ing at the bottom of the 
superpipe during a train¬ 
ing run in Utah. 

Burke was 29. She was 
injured Jan. 10 while train¬ 
ing at a personal sponsor 
event at the Park City 
Mountain resort. 

“Our hearts go out to 
Sarah’s husband Roiy and 
her entire family,” said Pe¬ 
ter Judge, CEO of Canadi¬ 
an Freestyle Ski 
Association (CFSA), in a 
statement. “It’s difficult 
for us to imagine their 
pain and what they’re go¬ 
ing through. Sarah was 
certainly someone who 
lived life to the fullest and 
in doing so was a signifi¬ 
cant example to our com¬ 
munity and far beyond. 

“She will be greatly 
missed by all of us at the 
CFSA and the entire ski 
community.” 

Tests revealed Burke 
sustained “irreversible 
damage to her brain due 
to lack of oxygen and 


blood after cardiac arrest,” 
according to a statement 
released by Burke’s publi¬ 
cist. 

Burke, a native of Bar¬ 
rie, Ont., who grew up in 
nearby Midland before 


moving to Squamish, B.C., 
was the best-known ath¬ 
lete in her sport and will 
be remembered for the 
legacy she left for women 
in freestyle skiing.

The federal government 
will spend $1.5 million to 
help reduce concussions in 
kid’s sports. 

The money goes to 
ThinkFirst Canada, Hockey 
Canada, the Coaching As¬ 
sociation of Canada and 
the Canadian Centre for 
Ethics in Sport to support 
efforts to reduce the rate 
and severity of sports-relat¬ 
ed head injuries. 

The groups will work on 
increasing awareness of 
the problem among coach¬ 
es, players and parents. 

Among other things, 
they hope to develop 
guidelines for fitting 
helmets, and provide bet¬ 
ter information about the 
risks and signs of head in¬ 
juries and when it’s safe to 
return to playing after an 
injury.

O Mitt Romney’s campaign jolted after Rick Perry drops 
out of Republican nominee race, backs opponent 


Mitt Romney’s march to 
the Republican presidential 
nomination was shaken 
Thursday, two days ahead 
of the crucial South Caroli¬ 
na primaiy, as Rick Peny 
dropped out and endorsed a 
gaining Newt Gingrich. 

Romney has led the con¬ 
test to select a challenger to 
President Barack Obama in 
November, benefiting from 
a firactured Republican field 
and the failure of conserva¬ 
tives to rally behind a candi¬ 
date. The remaining 
candidates debated Thurs¬ 
day night. 

Gingrich, a former 
speaker of the House of 
Representatives, is emerg¬ 
ing as the main rival to 
Romney. Polls show him in 
second place in South Car¬ 
olina, gaining ground but

Still trailing the former 
Massachusetts governor by 
about 10 percentage points. 

Saturday’s South Caroli¬ 
na primaiy has been seen 
as the pivotal contest in the 
race, following what had 
initially been declared a 
veiy narrow victory for 
Romney in Iowa, the first 
nominating contest, and a 


solid Romney win in last 
week’s New Hampshire pri¬ 
mary. 

That means that even if 
Romney holds onto his lead 
and wins in South Carolina, 
he won’t be able to claim 
victory in the first three 
contests — an achievement 
that would have made him 
appear to be the all-but- 
inevitable nominee. 

The wealthy Romney, a 
venture capitalist, has cam¬ 
paigned on the assertion 
that his business back¬ 
ground makes him the logi¬ 
cal candidate to defeat 
Obama. But he faces grow¬ 
ing scrutiny over his vast 
fortune and acknowledged 
reports that he has mil¬ 
lions invested in the Cay¬ 
man Islands.

A new U.S. government 
study suggests a lot of 
teenage girls are clueless 
about their chances of get¬ 
ting pregnant. 

In a survey of thousands 
of teenage mothers who 
had unintended pregnan¬ 
cies, about a third said 
they didn’t use birth con¬ 
trol because they didn’t be¬ 
lieve they could become 
pregnant. 

What they were think-

ing, exactly, isn’t clear. The 
Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention survey 
didn’t ask teens to explain 
their reasoning. 

But other researchers 
have talked to teen moms 
who believed they couldn’t 


get pregnant the first time 
they had sex, didn’t think 
they could get pregnant at 
that time of the month or 
thought they were sterile. 

The researchers inter¬ 
viewed nearly 5,000 
teenage girls in 19 states 


who gave birth after un¬ 
planned pregnancies in 
2004 through 2008. 

About half of the girls in 
the survey said they were 
not using any birth control 
when they got pregnant. 
That’s higher than surveys 
of teens in general, which 
have found that fewer 
than 20 per cent said they 
didn’t use contraception 
the last time they had sex.

Tails is too ‘talky’ 

O The flight scenes are fun, but Red Tails is slowed down by leaden dialogue 


Richard: Mark, you can’t 
accuse Red Tails of being 
subtle. It is unabashedly 
patriotic, unapologetically 
melodramatic and an 
unashamed throwback to 
the propaganda movies of 
the 1940s. The mix and 
match of those elements 
works for the first hour, 
but the time one of the pi¬ 
lots whoops, “Let’s give 
those newspapers some¬ 
thing to write about!” the 
once charming tone of the 
movie started to wear thin 
for me. You? 

Mark: Charmed? Naw, 1 
was too busy being stupe¬ 
fied at the racial conde¬ 
scension of the movie. The 
movie has the best of in¬ 
tentions, but its anti-racist 
message is lost amidst the 


cardboard characters, lead¬ 
en dialogue, wooden act¬ 
ing and overemphatic 
score. The story is so 
dumbed down it’s a bit of 
an insult to those Tuskegee 
airmen it wants to honour. 
Neat flight jackets, 
though. 

Richard: 1 didn’t find the 
script condescending, just 
ordinary. An extraordi¬ 
nary, and mostly hidden 
history like the story of 
the Tuskegee Red Tails de¬ 
serves something a little 
more than a by-the-book 
retelling. 1 agree with you 
about the flight jackets; 
they are sharp, but 1 also 
found the in-flight scenes 
to be exciting. Too much 
dialogue for my taste, 
but the aerial photogra¬ 


phy was fun. 

MB: The aerial photogra¬ 
phy may be the only rea¬ 
son to watch this picture. 
Yet, in many of the long 
shots, it looked like a 
video game to me. And 
was there ever a more nau¬ 
seating, saccharine roman¬ 
tic subplot as the one in 
this movie? 1 was so grate¬ 
ful that most of the dia¬ 
logue was in Italian! Some 
of the acting was passable: 
Terrence Howard had a 
couple of good speeches, 
but most of the time he 
acted with his pipe. 

RC: Ha! I think I enjoyed 
this more than you. But 
just by a hair. It’s too long, 
too talky and too corny, 
but I liked some of the 


characters and enjoyed 
watching the flight se¬ 
quences. 1 do, however, 
wish there was less dia¬ 
logue during the dogfights. 
1 think fighter pilots in at¬ 
tack mode have better 
things to concentrate on 
than making wisecracks. 

MB: Yes, the confidence of 
the pilots under fire bor¬ 
dered on the comical. But 
one thing 1 found interest¬ 
ing: The racism of the pi¬ 
lots’ fellow white 
Americans was worse than 
of the Nazis, who only dis¬ 
missed them vyith snotty 
attitude rather than overt¬ 
ly tiying to beat them up 
and using the dreaded N- 
word. 1 don’t know if it was 
intentional, but the point 
packed a wallop for me.

Evidenced by his recent 
spate of ass-kicking roles, 
Liam Neeson seems like the 
scariest actor in Holl 5 Avood. 

Tall, broad and blunt, he 
cuts an intimidating pro¬ 
file, and watching him face 
down a pack of ravenous 
wolves in his new film — 
the m 3 h:hic, man-versus- 
nature thriller The Grey — 
he seems like an equally fe¬ 
rocious creature, especially 
after he duct-tapes broken 
airplane liquor bottles to 
his knuckles. 

To hear Neeson tell it, 
however, he wouldn’t last 
five minutes in the sub-zero 
conditions his character en¬ 
dures. 

“I’d curl up and die,” the 
Irish actor says. “On our 
first day, cameras were mal¬ 
functioning and equipment 
wasn’t working, and I 
thought, ‘This is ludicrous.’” 

In the last three years, 
Neeson has remodelled his 
imposing dramatic pedigree 
to suit action fans, spawn¬ 
ing the unofficial 
“Neesploitation” sub-genre 
— with films like Taken, 
Unknown and now The 


Grey — where he squares 
off physically against a 
rogue’s galleiy of interna¬ 
tional baddies and proves 
unequivocally he’s not to be 
trifled with. 

While his command of 
the screen is undeniable, he 
insists he’s not the alpha- 
male t 5 q)e he’s become S 5 m- 
onymous with in his films. 

“I can play them, but in 
life, I’m not one,” he says. 
“It’s great fun, because I 
know that I’m the oppo¬ 
site.” 


The Grey reunites Nee¬ 
son with his The A-Team di¬ 
rector, Joe Carnahan, 
whose survivalist thriller 
about a small group of 
plane crash survivors lost in 
the frozen north appealed 
to Neeson on both visceral 
and existential levels. 

“The script read like a 
19th centuiy epic poem for 
me, something like The An¬ 
cient Mariner or some¬ 
thing,” Neeson says. 

“And also the little boy in 
myself I just thought it 


would be great to be out 
with a bunch of guys on a 
cliff face or a rock face and 
doing manly things.” 

Although Neeson’s re¬ 
cent foray into action has 
led him from the more 
cerebral films that helped 
make his name — like 
Schindler’s List and Kinsey 
— he says he’s doing 
movies like The Grey be¬ 
cause he’s asked to, not be¬ 
cause he feels compelled to 
test himself physically or 
even professionally

When making a movie 
while precariously perched 
on the side of a Manhattan 
building, even the most 
powerful Holl 5 Avood pro¬ 
ducer or fiber-skilled stunt 
teams can’t keep you safe 
from your true nemesis: Pi¬ 
geons. 

“You’re in their world,” 
Man on a Ledge star Sam 
Worthington says. “And the 
more you squawk at them, 
the more they laugh at 
you.” 

Co-star Elizabeth Banks 
agrees. 

“I was always worried 
they were going to fly into 
my head,” she says. “I didn’t 
really care about the whole 
pooping-on-me thing, that 
can happen. But they’d just 
kind of dart around eveiy 
once in awhile and I was 
like, ‘No, no, no! Don’t 
come near me!”’ 

The film, about a cop- 
tumed-convict-tumed- 
fugitive (Worthington) who 


has to be talked off the 
ledge of a high-rise building 
by a New York Police De¬ 
partment hostage negotia¬ 
tor (Banks), was shot 
“practically,” which means 
that when it looks like the 
actors are standing on the 
side of a building, they’re 
actually on the side of a 
building — not on a set or 
in front of a green screen 
somewhere. 

The filmmakers con¬ 
structed a massive shooting 
apparatus that allowed 
them to make their movie 
in the pigeon’s playground. 

“Everyone was really 
committed to giving the au¬ 
dience the experience of be¬ 
ing up that high with us 
and giving you vertigo,” 
Banks says. 

“You get to experience 
what it felt like up there,” 
Worthington adds. 

That feeling being? 

“Fear,” Worthington 
grins. “Not of falling, but of 
landing, because you’d go 
splat. You do hang on for 
grim life. I always had a 
palm on the wall some¬ 
where.”

In one sketch during the 
new season of Portlandia, 
the characters played by 
Fred Armisen and Carrie 
Brownstein decide to 
watch a single episode of 
Battlestar Galactica before 
they head out to a friend’s 
birthday party. 

Unable to pull them¬ 
selves away from the TV af¬ 
ter 45 minutes, they miss 
the party, end up devour¬ 
ing the first season, and 
over a few consecutive 
days, the whole series. Jobs 
are lost, bills go unpaid 
and they stop getting up to 
use the bathroom. 

At one point Brownstein 
tiredly says, “la little bit 
feel like I have a bladder 
infection, but I’m just go¬ 
ing to get antibiotics after 
the next episode.” 

This scene is t 5 ^ical of 
the comedic duo’s adora¬ 
tion of the absurd, and is 
one that could easily apply 
to viewers of their show. 

The first season recently 
began streaming on Net- 
flix, and the second season 
premieres Friday. 

Armisen says he has 
found himself in similarly 
intense viewing 

marathons with shows like 
Game of Thrones and 
American Horror Story. 
“And The Wire,” he 


says, “I burned right 
through that.” 

What makes the come¬ 
dy hit so hard is Armisen 
and Brownstein’s ability to 
create relatable situations 
that go awry. 

He says the pair are able 
to get so ridiculous be¬ 
cause almost half of the 
show is improvised. 

“We film so much 
stuff,” he says. “We could 
do a whole season of what 
we didn’t use.” 

Armisen says that a 
large chunk of that un¬ 
used footage is he and 
Brownstein ruining the 
scenes by laughing uncon¬ 
trollably at what the other 
one has come up with on 


the spot. 

He is quick to give away 
the credit for the finished 
product. 

“We’re not part of the 
editing process,” he ex¬ 
plains, “because those 
guys are geniuses.” 

Armisen says relin¬ 
quishing that authority is 
liberating because eveiy 
time he watches the edits, 
he finds himself saying, 
“Oh my gosh, I never 
thought that we wouldn’t 
need that.” 

“That’s a really weird 
part of the process, where 
you think you’re in con¬ 
trol, but you know it’s 
good that you’re not in 
control.” 


A different beat 


One of the things that sets 
Portlandia apart from 
Armisen’s other comedy 
outlet, Saturday Night Live, 
is the way the show 
handles musical guests. On 
Portlandia, musical guests 
don’t sing, they act. 

“Sometimes when 
musicians do things like 
this, they come at it with 
just a slightly different way 
of playing things than a co¬ 
median, and that's just in¬ 
teresting,” says Armisen. 

► Season 2 cameos include 
Eddie Vedder, Joanna New¬ 
som and guitarists from the 
Sex Pistols and The Smiths. 

► Question: Since Brown¬ 
stein is most well-known 
for her role as a singer and 
guitarist in the bands 
Sleater-Kinney and Wild 
Flag, and Armisen got his 
start in show business as a 
drummer in a band called 
Trenchmouth, do they ever 
try to arrange jam sessions 
with these stars? 

► Answer: “I feel like every 
time I turn to someone and 
start talking to them, the 
conversation always turns 
to, ‘We're going to 
Australia/” says Armisen. 
“Maybe they're just avoid¬ 
ing wanting to make any 
connections, like, ‘I'm going 
to be wayyy out of the 
country/”

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Walking on an uncharted path 

O Kathleen Edwards prepares for boost to music career O Romantically linked to producer who made her album 


It’s difficult to listen to 
Kathleen Edwards’ trans¬ 
formative fourth album 
and miss the distinctive in¬ 
fluence of Bon Iver’s Justin 
Vernon. 

Vernon co-produced the 
record from his home stu¬ 
dio in Wisconsin, con¬ 
tributing backing vocals, 
guitar, S 3 mth, bass, vibra¬ 
phone, drums, banjo and 
organ.

was recently feted with 
four prominent Grammy 
nominations. 

But it was a conversa¬ 
tion with a friend that 
helped Edwards realize 
that she didn’t need to 
avoid the association. 

“My firiend Julie said to 
me last night ... ‘This is 
your story, and you don't 
have to apologize for the 
fact that you met someone 
and you’re in love, and you 
made a record with some¬ 
one who just happens to 
be the person who’s also 
on your speed dial,”’ Ed¬ 
wards said.

O Eggs benedict ditches English muffin in favour of portobello mushroom 


Preparation: 

I Rub portobello caps with 
oil and sprinkle with salt. 
Spread on baking sheet, 
cap side up, and roast in 
400 F (200 C) oven 15 
mins, or until tender. 

2 Hollandaise Sauce: Melt 
butter in small saucepan 
over low heat. Place egg 
yolks, lemon juice and 
salt in blender, and blend 
for few seconds on High. 
Remove blender lid, and 
slowly pour in one third 
of melted butter. Replace 
lid and blend for a few 
seconds on high. Remove 
lid and pour in another 
third of melted butter; 
blend. Repeat with final 


third of melted butter. 
Return to saucepan and 
keep warm. If sauce is 
too thick, add some hot 
water, a tablespoon (15 
ml) at a time, while 
whisking constantly until 
desired consistency is 
reached. Taste and adjust 
lemon juice and salt. 

Fill saucepan ( 9 -inch /23 
cm minimum) with 2 to 3 
inches (5 to 7-5 cm) of 
water. Add vinegar. Bring 
to simmer over medium 
heat; reduce heat to low. 
Crack eggs one at a time 
into small dish, and gen¬ 
tly slip them into 
barely simmering water. 
Cover pan and cook 4 


minutes, until whites are 
cooked but yolks are still 
runny (you can test this 
by gently touching 
them—they should 
jiggle). Remove eggs 
with a slotted spoon, and 
drain on paper towels.

After 4,710 years, Chinese 
New Year has snowballed 
into one doozy of a party. 
The celebration has also 
become part of what it 
means to be Canadian, 
and communities across 
the country will honour 
and enjoy its rich tradi¬ 
tions Monday (Jan. 23). 

Chinese New Year is 
first and foremost a cele¬ 
bration of renewal, ex¬ 
plained Kathy Gibler, 
executive director of the 
Dr. Sun Yat-Sen Classical 
Chinese Garden in Van¬ 
couver.

perity. 

“It’s a really social 
time of year,” ex¬ 
plained Gibler, w 
lived in China for s 
years.
